The 
price of other fuels has now given conversion to oil e powerful 
filiip, end efforts are being made to secure as many suiteble oil | 
stoves as possible from England and elsewhere. In the long run the f 
change over should benefit Kuwait considerably if it curtails the 
cutting of 'Arfaj', because the shrub is a velusble camel fodder and 
also serves, in some measure, to prevent soil erosion.

| Kuwait has had to turn for supplies to an old steel barge, wrecked 
many years ago, which is being broken up with some difficulty. 

Recent profits and the belief, that they will continue have led 
owners to lay down eleven new booms, Tour of them of a capacity of 
4500 baskets and over. Six have already been completed of which 
three have made their maiden voyages and one has been sunk. There 
are five more nearing completion. 

It is well, in view of the increased cost of food, that some of 
the inhabitants of Kuwait have had such accessions to their incomes. 
The Bedouin resident in the vicinity have not been so fortunate. It 
is true that their wool, ghi and meat on the hoof have greatly 
appreciated in value; but sales of such high quality food and clothing 
are not an unmixed blessing. They are only possible as long as there 
are adequate supplies of cheap clothing and cheap staple commodities 
available to replace them. Today this is not the case. Second-hand 
American woollen clothes and Indian cotton piecegoods, on which the 
Bedouin rely to enable them to sell their own high quality wool for 
export, are, in the first case, not available at all and in the 
second case, expensive. As regards food, there is no rice for 
distribution outside the town; inferior Iraqi barley and millet cost 
more than good Indian wheat and the imports of vegetable ghi from 
India have been reduced from 174 tons last year to a quota of 10 tons 
for this. Further, the phenomenal prices paid last year by the Army 
in Iraq for meat on the hoof were not passed on to the Kuwait Bedouin 
from whom some of the animals were bought. Iraqi middlemen saw to 
| that. Before the Bedouin can buy their requirements of grain, 
| however, it must pass through many agencies responsible for putting 
i up the price, not the least of them being the U. K. C. C.. They are 
| tending, therefore, more and more to eat their ovn food producis 

which, however ood in quality, do not include any grain and are 
insufficient in quantity to meet their requirements. 

There are many bedouin, however, much more unfortunate than 
those owning flocks. I refer to thosw who lost their flocks 
entirely, or had them reduced to insignificant proportions, in the 
droughts of 1941 and 1942. Some of these are entirely without 
means of subsistence other than charity. They are now encamped 
round the town and live by begging from house to house, an additional 
burden on the town's food supplies. 

Col. Dickson, who is in very close touch with the Bedouin of 
Kuwait and Bast Saudi Arabia, is convinced that the mortality rate 
among children and the aged from Tuberculosis and Phthisis, 
aggravated by under nourishment, has greatly increased during the 
last two years. He puts the mortality rate among children between

On the 17th of April the Political Agent informed the 
Saudi Arabian Trade Agent that the M. E. S. C. had decided to 
allow Kuwait 808 tons of cereals a month of which 72 tons were 
| ear-marked for Saudi Arabian tribesmen in Kuwait and that there 
was no certainty that any more than that quantity would arrive. 
The original quota for Saudi Arabia was 360 tons of which 72 
tons were retained by the Saudi Arabian Trade Agent for bedouin 
in Kuwait. The Political Agent intimated that indications 
showed that the Saudi Arabians Government preferred to make 
their imports through Bahrain. The Saudi Arabian Trade Agent 
communicated with his Government and suggested that bedouin 
from Saudi Arabia should not be sent here for supplies. He 
received a strongly worded telegram in reply from Ibn Saud to 
| the effect that he, Ibn Saud, could not differentiate between 
| his tribesmen in his own territory and his tribesmen in Kuwait 
territory without causing tribal disturbance which he would 
not tolerate, supplies should be obtained from Kuwait as 
heretofore, and that bedouin would continue to come to Kuwait. 
Bedouins are coming here and the Saudi Arabian Trade Agent is 
frantically endeavouring to make his meagre supplies go round - 
an impossible task. He sought help and advice from the 
Political Agent who made proposals to the Hon'ble the Political 
Resident in the Persian Gulf and it is hoped that the X. E. 8. O. 
will be able to make supplies available, even though they only 
take the form of barley. It is estimated that a minimum of 
5,000 bags of grain a month are required for Fast Saudi Arabia 
through Kuwait.

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1. It is not any easy matter to get reliable data from the interior of 
“Saudi Arabia, as to the present food and clothing difficulties 
which the people are having to face, but it may be taken as 
generally correct that 


(a) In the towns everywhere there is a fairly plentiful 
supply of foodstuffs of all kinds, 

(b) Among the tribes there, partial famine conditions 
prevail, there being a very serious shortage of food, 
which is likely to get worse. 


2. Under (a) it follows that the towns on the seaboard or those ly 
 elose to the sea, like Qatif, Jubail and Hofuf are much better o 
than the towns in Central Arabia, where cost of transportation has 

caused prices to reach an unheard of level. 

While under (b) the rains ha been better in 1940 and 1941 

south of a rough line drawn East and West through Majmaa (a little 
north of Riyadh) the tribes in Sourthern Hasa and Nejd are in less 
critical condition than those whose habitat lies no of this line. 


3. The worst area from the food point of view is perhaps the Northern 
frontier belt of Saudi Arabia on the line Kuwait to Hail with a 
zone depth of some 200 miles south of this line, and probably the 
hardest hit of all Saudi Arabian tribes are the HARB and SHAMMAR 
groups of tribes, арӣ to a less extent the bordering Iraq tribes of 
the Dhafir and Dahamsha whose habitat lies immediately north of 


this zone, 


4, In this drought affected zone one may say that famine conditions 
prevail today (autumn 1942) and sheep and camels which have died 
‘of starvation are being regularly eaten by the hungry everywhere, 
though forbidden by religion, It naturally follows that there is 
an unusually high mortality rate among the Badawin in this zone 
especially among women and children, although one may confid 
say that had it not been for the relief measures instituted this 
summer by His Majesty King Abdul Aziz, who has used his state 
lorries unstintingly to convey food to the worse hit areas, the 
death rate would have been high indeed.

The facts were as follows: A Nejdi merchant was taking a lorry 
full of merchandise to Riyadh among which were two bales of piece 
goods. The owner in taking out his manifest had declared that 
each bale contained 30 rolls of cloth when in reality there were 
100 robls in each bale. In other words the merchant hoped to get 
through the Saudi Customs barriers at Jariya amd pay duty only on ۴ 
60 rolls of cloth. The remaining 140 rolls would. not only be 
smuggled but his manifest would bear Ali al Khalifah's signature, 
and if found out it would look as if the latter were in collision. 
The Nejdi merchant's deception was found out at the main gate. 
He was revorted to Ali al Khalifah and the latter confiscated both 
the bales and the 200 rolls of cloth contained in same.

The outbreak of war between Germany and Russia still forms 

. the chief topic of conversation among the people who from the 

¦ first have looked upon it as direct Divine intervention in 
favour of Great Britain. The first news was enthusiastically 
welcomed by His Highness the Shaikh and tne majority of the 
people of Kuwait, After a week of fighting and owing to paucity 
of news from the front, there was a tendency to think that the 
Germans were going to have a "walk over". This feeling 8 
encouraged by the usual clever lying broadcasts in Arabic 
emanating from Berlin. The inability of the Germans to make 
praper progress or achieve anything decisive since has defini- 
tely caused a change of feeling and local experts are now busy 
reorienting their ideas. The belief everywhere as one writes 
is that the battle is going to end in such heavy losses for 
both sides that the winner will be left prostrate. А small 
minority which includes the Ruler believe that Russia will 
definitely win. 


Í The termination of the Syrian campaign with the occupa- 
m tion of Beyroutjí, and the surrender of the French Army has had 
3 the best possible tonic effect in Kuwait, and according to 
.. His Highness the Shaikh, in Iraq also. 


Turkey's attitude has been rousing a good deal of interest 
locally, and thinking persons have been asking why her broad- 
casts are less pro-British than formerly. There is a tendency 
among those holding pro-British views to think that she should 
not be trusted over much by His Majesty's Governnent these 
days. They argue that the Turks are orientals after all, and 
in their fight against the British during last war, they lost 
a vast number of men killed. This they will not forget in a 
hurry, as the "eye for eye" doctrine plays a deep part in their 

| lives. In other words the belief is growing that the Turks 

intend doing nothing to help Great Britain in the war. This 

her admirers deplore as they see disaster for Turkey in the 

long run if she does not take her courage between her two 

| hands and act now. These same admirers stoutly deny that 
Turkey will ever play the “strike in the pack" game which It^ly 
played with France, Those sort of cowardly tactics have no 
place in the Turks make up, they say. This is probably true. 
There are quite a number of pro-Turks in Kuwait and one very 
popular Turkish family.

Many leading citizens of Kuwait still advocate the 
permanent occupation of Basra by the British as being the best 
form of insurance thet Iraq does not once again rise and bite 
the hand of her benefactor. These men who have had long and 
direct experience of the Iraq townspeople and tribes are never 
tired of preaching how inherently bad both are, especially the 
former, and opine that nothing but the strong arm of an 
absolute -aonarch (like Bin Saud) ог a powerful army of occupa- 
tion of some outside power will ever keep down the people of Iraq. 
They are full of quotations of Great Islamic leaders from the 
Prophet downwards in support of their theories. Today, they 
say, Great Britain obviously does not want to take over Iraq 
again, but she can take over Basra SO as to prevent future 
,trouble for the unfortunate masses of Iraq and herself. 

l'Toreover it is the one thing that the present Regent in Iraq

During the fortnight under review, Kuwait has had rather 
an embarrassing number of visitors in the shape of Shaikhs from 
the 'funtafiq (Euphrates). Many of them called at the Agency and 
while expressing loyalty to the British Governuent and hatred of 
Rashid Ali urged that British Political Advisors be sent them. 
They had had enough of Arab Mutassarifs they said. They added 
that they were aware that efforts had been made to put down the 
murder of Captain Jeffries to them, and that they were said to be 
very anti-British. This was a lie as it was members of the Arab 
Army of Rashid Ali who committed the murder, and forsooth it took 
place in Nasriyeh Town, not in their tribal country. 


Some of the above gentry, or rather two of their servants 
attempted to do a deal in rifles whilst in Kuwait but the Shaikh 
was too quick for them. Apparently eleven rifles in all were
